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GRAIN STOCKS JUNE 1, 2008 

All wheat stocks in Colorado as of June 1, 2008 totaled 
6.83 million bushels, down 31 percent from one year 
earlier.  Farm stocks decreased to 950 thousand bushels and 
off-farm stocks were down 30 percent to 5.88 million 
bushels.  Corn stocks, at 31.84 million bushels, were up 40 
percent from a year ago.  Farm stocks were up 50 percent 
to 15.0 million bushels and off-farm stocks were up 33 
percent to 16.84 million bushels.

Nationally, Corn stocks in all positions on June 1, 2008 
totaled 4.03 billion bushels, up 14 percent from 
June 1, 2007.  Of the total stocks, 1.97 billion bushels are 
stored on farms, up 8 percent from a year earlier.  Off-farm 
stocks, at 2.06 billion bushels, are up 21 percent from a 
year ago.  Soybeans stored in all positions on June 1, 2008 
totaled 676 million bushels, down 38 percent from 

June 1, 2007.  On-farm stocks totaled 227 million bushels, 
down 55 percent from a year ago.  Off-farm stocks, at 
449 million bushels, are down 24 percent from the previous 
year.  All wheat stored in all positions on June 1, 2008 
totaled 306 million bushels, down 33 percent from a year 
ago.  On-farm stocks are estimated at 25.6 million bushels, 
down 65 percent from last year.  Off-farm stocks, at 
280 million bushels, are down 27 percent from a year ago.   

 
 

2008 JUNE ACREAGE 
COLORADO HIGHLIGHTS 

Dry conditions returned to the crop growing areas of 
Colorado this year even though mountain snowpack 
measured above average for most of the winter and spring.  
Water restrictions for irrigation remain in effect for many 
prime growing areas in the state and directly influenced 
planting decisions once again this year.  Actual harvested 
acreage will depend in large part on the amount of moisture 
received during the coming months.   
 
Colorado corn producers intend to harvest 1,170,000 acres 
for grain from the 1,300,000 acres planted in 2008.  This is 
an increase of 10 percent from last year’s harvested grain 
acreage and an 8 percent increase in planted acreage for all 
purposes.  Sorghum plantings, at 230,000 acres, increased 
5 percent from the previous year but acreage expected to be 
harvested for grain, at 180,000, increased 20 percent as 
growers expect to harvest a larger proportion of planted 
acres for grain.  
 
Winter wheat producers expect to harvest 2,000,000 acres 
from the revised 2,150,000 acres planted in the fall of 2007.  
This is 350,000 acres less than last year’s harvested area. 
Spring wheat seedings, at 40,000 acres, doubled the area 
in that crop from a year ago.  Acreage for harvest is 
expected to total 38,000 acres, up from 19,000 last year.  
Oat seedings are down 40% from last year to 45,000 acres 
but producers plan to harvest 10,000 acres for grain, 
unchanged from 2007.  Barley planted acres, at 80,000, are 
20,000 above last year’s acreage.  Expected harvested 
acres, at 78,000, are 26 percent above 2007.  
 
Proso millet seedings are expected to total 330,000 acres 
this year, up 22 percent from 2007.  All hay  area to be 
harvested is expected to increase 30,000 acres from a year 
ago to 1,580,000 acres.  Alfalfa hay acreage is expected to 
increase 30,000 from last year to 830,000 acres.  All other 
hay acreage harvested is expected to equal the last four 
years at 750,000 acres.  Sugarbeet plantings increased 
2,800 acres from last year to 34,800 acres.  The expected 
harvested area, at 31,500 acres, is 2,300 acres above last 
year.  Acres planted to dry beans, at 55,000, are up 15 
percent from last year.  Harvested acres are expected to 
total 51,000.   
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All sunflower planted area, at 170,000 acres, is 51,000 
acres above last year.  Oil type varieties totaled 145,000 
acres, up 40,000 while non-oil type varieties are set at 
25,000 acres, up 10,000.  Summer potatoes showed a 47 
percent increase in planted acres to 4,400 with the expected 
harvested acreage set at 4,000 acres.

UNITED STATES HIGHLIGHTS  

The 2008 corn planted area for all purposes is estimated at 
87.3 million acres, down 7 percent from last year when 
corn planted area was the highest since 1944.  Despite the 
decrease, planted acreage is the second highest since 1946, 
behind last year, as high prices continue to provide 
incentive to plant corn.  Growers expect to harvest 
78.9 million acres for grain, down 9 percent from last year 

when harvested area was the highest since 1933.  If 
realized, this would be the second highest since 1944, 
behind last year.  Farmers responding to the survey 
indicated that 97 percent of the intended corn acreage had 
been planted at the time of the interview compared with the 
10-year average of 98 percent.  The 2008 winter wheat 
planted area is estimated at 46.6 million acres, down 
slightly from the previous estimate but up 4 percent from 
2007.  Area harvested for grain is forecasted at 40.3 million 
acres, up slightly from the June forecast and up 12 percent 
from last year. Area planted to other spring wheat for 
2008 is estimated at 14.2 million acres, up 7 percent from 
last year.  Grain area is expected to total 13.8 million acres, 
up 6 percent from 2007.  Area planted to sorghum in 2008 
is estimated at 7.27 million acres, down 6 percent from 
2007.  Area to be harvested for grain is forecast at 
6.41 million acres, also down 6 percent from last year.  
Area planted to sunflower in 2008 totals 2.16 million 
acres, up 5 percent from 2007.  Harvested area is expected 
to increase 53,000 acres from last year to 2.06 million 
acres.       

 

HOGS AND PIGS JUNE 1, 2008 
The June 1, 2008 inventory of all hogs and pigs in 
Colorado totaled 770,000 head, down 8 percent from a 
year earlier.  The breeding inventory at 150,000 head, 
remained unchanged from last year, but the market hog 
inventory decreased 10 percent to 620,000 head.  During 
the December 2007 - May 2008 period, 165,000 sows 
farrowed, which was up 1 percent from a year ago.  The 
number of pigs born during the period totaled 1.48 million, 
up 2 percent from a year earlier.  The number of pigs per 
litter during the Dec - May time periods averaged 8.95 
slightly higher than the 8.85 pigs per litter average of 2007. 
 
U.S. inventory of all hogs and pigs on June 1, 2008 was 
67.7 million head.  This was up 6 percent from June 1, 
2007, and up 1 percent from March 1, 2008.  Breeding 
inventory, at 6.07 million head, was down 1 percent from 
last year, and down 1 percent from the previous quarter.  
Market hog inventory, at 61.6 million head, was up 
7 percent from last year, and up 1 percent from last quarter.  
 
The March-May 2008 pig crop, at 29.0 million head, was 
up 4 percent from 2007 and up 9 percent from 2006.  Sows 
farrowing during this period totaled 3.09 million head, up 
2 percent from 2007 and up 6 percent from 2006.  The 
sows farrowed during this quarter represented 51 percent of 
the breeding herd.  The average pigs saved per litter was 
9.38 for the March-May 2008 period, compared to 9.20 last 
year.  Pigs saved per litter by size of operation ranged from 
7.70 to 9.40. 
 
U.S. hog producers intend to have 3.07 million sows farrow 
during the June-August 2008 quarter, down 2 percent from 
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the actual farrowings during the same period in 2007, but 
up 5 percent from 2006.  Intended farrowings for 
September-November 2008, at 3.05 million sows, are down 
4 percent from 2007 but up 3 percent from 2006.  
 
The total number of hogs under contract owned by 
operations with over 5,000 head, but raised by contractees, 
accounted for 41 percent of the total U.S. hog inventory, up 
from 39 percent last year.  
 

REVISIONS 
All inventory and pig crop estimates for June 2007 through 
March 2008 were reviewed using final pig crop, official 
slaughter, death loss, and updated import and export data.  
Based on the findings of this review, adjustments of 
slightly less than two percent were made to the December 
2007 and March 2008 total inventory along with an 
adjustment of less than three percent to September-
November 2007 pig crop.  Adjustments of less than one 
percent were made to June-August 2007 pig crop, 
December 2007-February 2008 pig crop, and September 
2007 total inventory.

AGRICULTURAL PRICES 

JUNE 15, 2008 
The preliminary All Farm Products Index of Prices 
Received by Farmers in June, at 162 percent, based on 
1990-92=100, increased 11 points (7.3 percent) from May.  
The Crop Index is up 19 points (11 percent) and the 
Livestock Index increased 3 points (2.2 percent).  
Producers received higher prices for corn, soybeans, milk, 
and lettuce and lower prices for strawberries, cantaloupes, 
and wheat.   
 
 

In addition to prices, the overall index is also affected by 
the seasonal change based on a 3-year average mix of 
commodities producers sell.  Increased monthly marketings 
of wheat, hay, grapes, and cantaloupes offset decreased 
marketings of tomatoes, oranges, strawberries, and sweet 
corn. 
 
The June All Crops Index is 190, up 11 percent from May 
and 35 percent above June 2007. The June all wheat price, 
at $8.28 per bushel, is down 59 cents from May but $3.25 
above June 2007.  The corn price, at $6.12 per bushel, is up 
84 cents from last month and $2.59 above June 2007. The 
all hay price, at $161 per ton, is down $5.00 from May but 
up $30.00 from last June.   The soybean price, at $13.50 
per bushel, increased $1.40 from May and is $5.99 above 
June 2007.  The all dry bean price, at $38.60 per cwt, is up 
$2.90 from the previous month and $14.20 above June 
2007. 
 
The June Livestock and Products Index, at 137, is 
2.2 percent above last month and June 2007.  The June hog 
price, at $53.60 per cwt, is down $1.70 from May and 
70 cents lower than a year ago.   The June beef cattle price 
of $91.60 per cwt is up 50 cents from last month and $2.80 
higher than June 2007.  .  The June all milk price of $19.40 
per cwt is up $1.00 from last month but down 80 cents 
from June 2007.

Colorado wheat, at $8.28 per bushel for mid-June 2008, 
increased 90 cents from the previous month and was $3.15 
higher than June a year ago.  Mid-June corn prices 
increased 95 cents above May to $5.50 per bushel and 
increased $1.94 above June 2007.  The mid-June potato 
price, at $12.00 per cwt, and was up $1.00 from last month 
and was up $4.40 per cwt above June a year ago.  The 
alfalfa hay price, at $150.00 per ton, was unchanged from 
last month but was $15.00 above a year ago.  Other hay 
price, at $130.00 per ton, remained equal to last month but 
was $5.00 below June a year ago.  The mid-June steer and 
heifer price remained unchanged at $104.00 per cwt from 
last month but averaged $3.00 above the $101.00 per cwt a 
year ago.  Cow prices remained unchanged from last month 
at $55.80 per cwt but were $4.10 per cwt above June 2007.  
Calf prices, at $115.00 per cwt, remained equal to May but 
was $6.00 lower than the $121.00 per cwt received a year 
ago.
